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Exhaust standards might be eased to save fuel 


WASHINGTON (AP) -The adminis- 


tration says there will be no rationing of 
gasoline before March, and a House 
committee has taken a step to save that 
fuel by voting to ease auto emission 
standards. 


The House Commerce Committee 


Thursday night adopted a compromise 
car exhaust provision that would slow 
clean air efforts for at least a year. The 


measure added to the emergency energy 
legislation requested by President Nixon 
would require the auto makers to meet 
the 1975 standards but would suspend 
any further exhaust cleanup until 1977. 


The bill giving Nixon broad energy 


rationing and conservation powers is 
scheduled for a final committee vote 
today. Also today, the Senate is expected 


to vote on a ISO-billion energy research 
and development bill. 


William E. Simon, head of federal 


energy programs, told a Senate com- 
mittee Thursday the administration will 
decide this month whether to impose 
gasoline rationing but that it would take 
until March before any such program 
could be put into effect. Simon repeated 
previous administration statements that 


rationing will be used only as a last 


Sen. Henry M. Jackson, D-Wash., the 
Senate's leading energy spokesman, told 
Simon the nation is wasting a million 
barrels of oil each day that a rationing 
decision is postponed. 


The nation must conserve about three 


million barrels of oil a day in order to 
counter the estimated effects of the Arab 


oil cutoff. Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger called on the Arab nations 
Thursday to relax their embargo in 
response to U.S. efforts to work for an 
Israeli withdrawal from occupied terri- 
tory.

Truckers 
end road 
blockade 


BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 
Interstate highways were reported 


clear of protesting truckers today. But 
clusters of trucks capable of causing 
blockades were reported in several 
areas. 


Truckers who caused 
major 


bottlenecks by blocking eastwest inter- 
state highways in Pennsylvania and 
Ohio were reported honoring requests 
from their leaders for a 24-hour morat- 
orium to give talks with government 
officials in Washington time to produce 
results. 


The Ohio Turnpike near Toledo was 


open to traffic today, but truck traffic 
was restricted to prevent drivers from 
setting up new roadblocks. 


A short section of Interstate 280 near 


Toledo, blocked Thursday by truckers, 
remained closed near the turnpike. Of- 
ficials said the four-mile section was not 
blocked by trucks but closed as a 
precautionary measure. Motorists on 
the Ohio Turnpike wre not allowed to get 
off at Interstate 280 exits. 


A 32-mile section of the the turnpike 


had been closed earlier in the day to keep 
truckers from congregating at a large 
truck stop near the intersection of the 
two highways. 


Gerald L. Warren, deputy White 


House press secretary, said Thursday 
the problems created by the blockades 
on interstate highways were headaches 
to be solved by the states and not the 
federal government. 


J.W. "River Rat" Edwards, one of 


four truckers who met for three hours 
Thursday with Transportation Secretary 
Claude S. Brinegar, asked truckers 
clustered in areas near the East Coast to 
honor the moratorium. 


Charles Pellegrino, a trucking in- 


dustry journalist who also attended the 
meeting, said Thursday afternoon that a 
threatened blockade of Washington had 
been canceled for 24 hours to allow the 
talks with transportation officials to 
continue. 


The truckers have variously threat- 


ened to shut down Washington and shut 
down their industry if their demands are 
not met. Among them are lower fuel 
prices, higher speed limits, unlimited 
use of highways, increased maximum 
weights, priority on fuel used by trucks 
and standardization of state and local 
permits and licenses. 


It was lowered speed limits and higher 


costs of fuel which were responsible for 
the blockades that began early this week 
and involved hundreds of tractor- 
trailers at a time in some locations. 


Drivers paid by the mile say the 


regulations are cutting their pay checks 
and independent drivers say they are 
unable to make long distance runs 
because of the uncertainty of fuel 
availability. 


Up to 1,000 truckers were reported 
clustered today in Lamar, Pa. Leaders of 
the group indicated they would not either 
block highways or disperse until they 
heard the outcome of the Washington 
meetings. 


A brief blockade by a few trucks early 


today on Interstate 94 near Ypsilanti, 
Mich., was dispersed with no trouble 
reported. Police in Gary, Ind., said they 
were able to convince 200 truckers 
gathered near that city to abandon plans 
to blockade roads early today. 


Another minor blockade was reported 


Thursday night on U.S. 30 at the In- 
diana-Ohio state line. Police said 60 
truckers involved moved on when 
arrests were threatened. 
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Ford steps into office 
of U.S. vice president 


WASHINGTON (AP) -Gerald R. Ford 


formally assumed his duties as the na- 
tion's 40th vice president today. 


He signed the papers so lie can get 


paid, received his parking stickers and 
presided over the first 12 minutes of 
today's Senate session. 


Then, as Sen. George McGovern, 


D-S.D., was speaking about a bill to 
provide educational benefits for Viet- 
nam veterans, Ford turned the gavel 
over to freshman Democratic Sen. Dick 
Clark of Iowa. 


Before coming onto the Senate floor 


for the 10 a.m. opening, Ford received a 
copy of the Senate rules, the ivory gavel 
used by the presiding officer and posed 
for pictures in a formal office just off the 
floor. 


He was in the chair as the Rev. Dr. C. 


Ralston Smith of Bethesda, Md., the 
day's guest chaplain, paid note to his 
assumption of the nation's second 
highest elected office. 


"Especially do we ask Thy blessing 


upon our vice president, Gerald Ford, as 
he undertakes the responsibility of 
presiding at these significant sessions," 
said Dr. Smith, an assistant to the Rev. 
Billy Graham. 


"Endue him plentifully with wisdom 


and grace," he added. "May efficiency 
and understanding, joy and peace be the 
badges of his leadership." 


Ford became vice president on 


Thursday and pledged loyalty to 
President Nixon and devotion to the 
search for truth and compromise. 
The 60-year-old Ford was sworn into 


office by Chief Justice Warren E. Burger 
in historic ceremonies Thursday night. 
Looking on was a packed joint session of 
Congress, the government's highest of- 
ficials and a nation watching on 
television. 


Just hours earlier, the House in which 


he served for 25 years, had approved him 
by a 387-35 vote after a debate punc- 
tuated by statements that Nixon's Wat- 
ergate troubles might shortly elevate 
Ford to the presidency. 


"Whatever grounds there are for im- 


peachment can now be judged solely on 
their own merits by members on both 
sides of the aisle," Rep. Spark M. Mat- 
sunaga, D-Hawaii, said after the vote. He 
noted that Republicans especially had 
been reluctant to talk about impeach- 
ment while the vice presidency was 
vacant. 


Added to the Senate's earlier 92-3 vote, 


the House action completed confirmat- 
ion of the first vice president nominated 
under the 25th Amendment, enacted in 
1967. 


Nixon stood nearby. Senators,

Jobless 
rate up 
sharply 


' WASHINGTON (AP) -The nation's 
unemployment rate jumped to 4.7 per 
cent of the work force in November, 
signaling the beginning of sharply 
higher joblessness as the result of the 
fuel shortage, the government said 
today. 


Herbert Stein, chairman of President 


Nixon's Council of Economic Advisors, 
said he did not regard the November 
figures as reflecting the consequences 
of the oil embargo. 


Stein noted that separate reports on 


the jobless picture from business es- 
tablishments, also collected by the 
bureau, showed an increase of 200,000 
jobs in November. The difference 
between the statistics, he said, "makes 
it impossible to say what happened in the 
labor market in November." 


The Bureau of Labor Statistics said 


that the number of people out of work 
increased by 200,000 last month, in a 
survey taken just a few weeks after the 
Arab oil embargo. 


The jump from October's 4.5 per cent 


unemployment could be traced as much 
to a slowing of the general economy as to 
job layoffs caused by the embargo. 
Economists expect that the first big 
impact of the fuel shortage on jobs will 
be felt in either December or January. 


The Nixon administration has 


predicted that the unemployment rate 
will rise to almost six per cent next year 
as the embargo begins to chill economic 
growth and forces more people from 
their jobs. 


While total employment held steady at 


85.7 million, the number of people out of 
work rose by 200,000 to 4.3 million. This 
figure is expected to climb to well over 
five million next year. 


It seemed clear that the October 


jobless rate of 4.5 per cent may be the 
lowest the nation will see for some time. 
But analysts in the bureau said there was 
no way of detecting whether the oil cut- 
off had much impact on employment in 
November. 


The increase occurred mainly among 


adult women and men aged 16 to 24. 


It was centered among blue collar and 


service workers, with the rate for blue- 
collar workers rising from 5.1 to 5.5 per 
cent and for service workers from 5.1 to 
6 per cent. 


The bureau said the unemployment 


rise was accounted for primarily by job 
loss. As a result, it said, the percentage 
of the unemployed who had lost their last 
job increased substantially from 1.6 per 
cent to 1.9 per cent of the labor force. 


The jobless rate for adult women 


climbed from 4.4 per cent to 4.7 per cent.

WASHINGTON (AP) -President 


Nixon has nominated a career diplomat, 
Walter J. Stoessel Jr., to the long-vacant 
post of ambassador to the Soviet Union. 


Stoessel was one of nine major 


diplomatic nominations announced by 
Nixon Thursday in the first major 
reshuffling of top State Department 
posts since Henry A. Kissinger became 
secretary of state earlier this year. 


Nixon also accepted "with deep per- 


sonal regret" the resignation of Joseph 
J. Sisco as assistant secretary of state 
for Near Eastern and South Asian af- 
fairs. Sisco, active in the search for a 
Middle East peace, is leaving next 
spring to accept the presidency of 
Hamilton College in upstate New York. 


Nixon also announced he is nominat- 


ing William J. Casey, now undersecret- 
ary of state for economic affairs, to be 
president of the Export-Import bank. 


In addition to Stoessel, the nominees 


for diplomatic positions are: 


-Arthur A. Hartman to be assistant 


secretary for European affairs, suc- 
ceeding Stoessel. 


-William B. Buffum to be assistant 


secretary for international organization 
affairs, replacing David H. Popper who 
is being nominated as ambassador to 
Chile. 


-Donald B. Easum to be assistant- 


secretary for African affairs, succeeding 
David D. Newsom, whose nomination to 


be ambassador to Indonesia also was 
announced. 


—Thomas 0. Enders to be assistant 


secretary for economic and business 
affairs, replacing Willis C. Armstrong 
who is resigning and returning to private 
life. 


-Robert J. McCloskey to be ambas- 


sador-at-large and, as such, to take 
charge of State Department press 
operations, public affairs and congres- 
sional relations. 


—Helmut Sonnenfeldt to be the 


department's counselor succeeding 
Richard F. Pedersen who now is am- 
bassador to Hungary. Sonnenfeldt's 
earlier nomination to be undersecretary 
of the Treasury is being withdrawn.

Lawrence given $7.2 million for new library

The Seeley G. Mudd Fund of Los 


Angeles has given Lawrence University 
$1,265,000 toward a new library, 
Lawrence President Thomas S. Smith 
announced today. 


The Seeley G. Mudd Fund was es- 


tablished in 1969 under the will of a San 
Marino, Calif., physician, who specified 
that grants were to be made to "leading 
private universities or full four-year 
colleges" with at least 1,000 students. 
Lawrence's first-term enrollment was 
1,420 students. 


The gift is the largest to date in the 


university's $10 million Lawrence 
Leadership Fund campaign. It raises to 
$5.5 million the amount given and 
pledged, one year after the three-year 
campaign was launched. 


The new building will be named The 


Seeley G. Mudd Library. It will be a 
four-story structure with about 80,000 
sqware feet of floor space and will be 


faced with limestone to harmonize with 
other campus buildings. The front en- 
trance will be on S. Union Street, which 
will be closed off and converted to a 
plaza. 


The new building will be adjacent to 


the portion of the present library that 
was completed in 1962. Total space of 
107,000 square feet will double existing 
capacity. 


Beginning in February, the 67-year 


old Carnegie Library, facing S. Union 
Street, will be razed to make way for the 
new building. Administrative offices 
which were in that section were moved 
this fall to Brokaw Hall. Construction on 
the new building will start in the spring, 
and it is expected to be completed by 
the fall of 1975. 


Dr. Seeley G. Mudd was one of two 


sons of a prominent mining engineer, 
Seeley W. Mudd, who accumulated 
substantial mining interests, including 


Cyprus Mines Corp., which now 
operates worldwide. These mining 
interests became the basis for the 
family fortune. 


Seeley was graduated from Harvard 


Medical School and later returned to 
California, where he became professor 
of x-ray therapy at the California Insti- 
tute of Technology. He was dean of the 
medical school at the University of 
Southern California from 1941 to 1943, 
then devoted the remaining 25 years of 
his life to educational philanthropies. 


The fund set up under his will is 


administered by three trustees. Before 
approving a gift, they evaluate a 
school's endowment, the amount of 
money spent on each student each year, 
the average Standard Achievement Test 
scores of students, and faculty salaries. 


Lawrence University is one of about 13 


institutions which have received gifts 
totaling over $18 million from The 


Seeley G. Mudd Fund since it was es- 
tablished. 


Commenting on the gift. President 


Smith said: 


"Lawrence University is indeed 


deeply grateful to the trustees of The 
Seeley G. Mudd Fund for their support 
of this, the first building of our 
Lawrence Leadership Fund campaign. 
This gift is most appropriate because 
the library is the core of a college or 
university, and this attractive building 
in the center of our campus will be useful 
to students, faculty, and others for 
decades. The entire community can 
take pride in this significant contribu- 
tion to its cultural life. 


"We are especially pleased that the 


trustees of the fund have chosen

understand the extent of the damage that 
wage and price controls have inflicted on 
us. They see that the controls have not 
halted inflation, and that they have 
created endless shortages and dislocat- 
ions in almost every segment of the 
economy," he said in his prepared 
remarks. 


"The need to abolish controls is now 


widely admitted, but the regulators ar- 
gue that now is not the time. It is time we 
face the fact there will never be a con- 
venient time to return to a free economy, 
we need to bite the bullet, and I call upon 
all Republicans to urge the president to 
abolish wage and price controls 
immediately." 


Buckley, invoking an admonition by 


Abraham Lincoln, told the dinnergoers 
that they should resist politically at- 
tractive moves if such actions violated 
their principles. 


"We've got to learn to be honest with 


ourselves, true to our convictions," he 
said. 


The Senate Interior Committee 


member also gained applause when he 
told the crowd it should resist rationing 
of fuels during the energy crisis. 


"The one inescapable conclusion to be 


drawn from all that I have heard is that 
pur current shortages are largely self- 
inflicted. They have resulted from 
government intervention in the 
workings of the marketplace," he said in 
his prepared speech. 


"Republicans know better. They know 


that the marketplace and the pricing 
mechanism is the most effective method 
for allocating resources, and encourag- 
ing new sources of supply to meet the 
demand." 


The senator told an earlier news 


conference it was hard to predict what 
the success of the GOP will be in 1974 
congressional elections, especially in 
view what has taken place in the last few 
months. 


But "I have a feeling Watergate will 


have run its course by the end 6f the 
coming year," he said. "We've had 
Bobby Baker, and that didn't seem to 
dilute the ability of the Democrats to 
elect Lyndon Johnson." 


Buckley said he didn't think congres- 


sional approval of the appointment of 
Gerald Ford as vice president should 
result in renewed pressure for the 
resignation or impeachment of the 
president. 


"People have gone through the emot- 


ional wringer," he told newsmen. 


"We ought to allow the public to enjoy 


this period of constitutional stability." 


Dangerous 
toys reported 


MADISON, Wis. (AP) -Shoppers are 


not playing around this year with 
Christmas toys which are unsafe for 
children, a Department of Agriculture 
investigator said Thursday. 


Charles M. Ahlgrim, investigator with 


the Products Safety Section, said four 
special hotlines have fielded about 240 
telephone calls from consumers con- 
cerned about toy hazards. 


Most of the calls have been about a 


recently circulated department list of , 
dangerous toys, and questions about toys 
not on the list, he said. 


Ahlgrim said if a toy appears 


dangerous and is not on the list, the 
department can issue a hold order for 14 
days while the item is tested. 


No orders have been issued so far, he 


added. 


The hot-lines have been operating 


since last month in Milwaukee, 
Madison, Eau Claire and Green Bay. 
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MADISON, Wis. (AP) - More than 


1,800 local governments came a step 
closer Thursday to receiving an overdue 
payment of 1166 million in state 
shared-tax revenue. 


Judge Richard Orton of Circuit Court 


ordered the Department of Revenue to 
distribute part of the money with "all 
reasonably prudent speed." 


The order amounted to a victory for 12 


municipalities and a county which had 
requested partial distribution of the 
money while they continued their court 
challenge to the state's formula for dis- 
tributing the money. 


Orton was told by a Revenue Depart- 


ment official during a hearing it would 
take, about a month to get checks in the 
mail. They were to have been mailed 
Nov. 19, but the court challenge caused 
postponement. 


The judge indicated he expects the 


state fo appeal his order to the Wisconsin 
Supreme Court, which could cause 
further delay. 


The delay has caused some 


municipalities to borrow money to meet 
budget needs to which they committed 
themselves in anticipation of receiving 
the state's handouts. 


Department of Revenue officials 


fought the order for partial payment, 
saying it could result in errors which 
woum cause some communities to be 
overpaid. 


"If overpayment occurs, and no 


means of redress in available for 
municipalities, it seems unbelievable to 
me that the legislature would not make 
every effort to correct the situation," 
Orton said. 


Unless blocked by a Supreme Court 


order, the partial payment would be 


s 


based on a formula presented to the 
court Wednesday by Beloit College 
economics Prof. Francis Gathof. 


Gathof estimated the distribution 


would amount to roughly $145 million of 
th£ $166 million. 


,The balance would be held in escrow, 


pending settlement of the municipalit- 
ies! challenge. 


In a related issue, Orton was presented 


by an official of the State Investment 
Board with a formula for distributing 
about $150,000 in interest the state has 
earned on the money since the Nov. 19 
distribution deadline. 


The cities whose suit led to delay of the 


payments now insist they should get the 
interest being earned on the idle money. 


Daniel Ryan, director of short-term 


investments for the board, said the 
money has been invested on a daily basis 
by the state and has earned an average 
9.6 per cent interest through Wednesday. 


Orton refused to rule, however, 


whether the interest will be distributed 
to local governments.

With the 
gift from The Seeley G. Mudd Fund, 
Lawrence now has approximately $2.3 
million on hand for the library, leaving 
about $1.5 million to be raised. 


The new library will have space for 


500,000 to 600,000 volumes and seating 
for about 750, both about double the 
capacity of the present building. The 
library also will house a rare book 
room, four seminar rooms, the univer- 
sity's archives, an art exhibit center, 
and six study spaces which will be 
available to faculty members on sabba- 
tical, scholars of the university, and 
others working on individual projects. A 
media center will have facilities for 
production and distribution of audio- 
visual materials. 


The first proposal for a new library 


was drawn up by university librarian 
Dennis N. Ribbens in January, 1972. 
Plans for the library have been 
developed by the architectural firm of 
Shattuck, Siewert & .Associates, Inc., 
and a committee composed of faculty 
members, students, university trus- 
tees, and administrators. The commit- 
tee was chaired by Charles Breunig, 
professor of history.

Safety regulations set for baby cribs 


WASHINGTON, D.C. -An 18-month 


old girl fractured her ankle when she 
fell while climbing out of her crib. A 
seven and one-half-month old girl fell 
out of her crib after her three-year-old 
sister lowered the side rail. A five- 
month-old boy suffered bruises, cuts 
and abrasions of the head when he 
worked his body between the crib slats. 
His father heard him crying and found 
him hanging by his head from the crib. 


These and similar reports of accidents 


involving baby cribs appear often 
enough in the newspapers to make 
parents uneasy about tucking their in- 
fant in for a nap. 


And they have good reason to be con- 


cerned. 


Most of an infant's first months of life 


are spent within a crib. Some cribs, 
however, far from protecting baby, can 
be hazardous. The U.S. Consumer 
Product Safety Commission estimates 
that 150 to 200 children die every year in 
accidents involving cribs. Another 
50,000 are injured. These deaths do not 
include sudden infant death syndrome. 


But there is promise that in the near 


future this heavy accident toll can be 
significantly reduced. Strict new federal 
safety regulations governing manufac- 
ture and design of baby cribs will soon 
go into effect. They are directed 
specifically at crib features most 
frequently cited as being involved in 
accidents. 


The new regulations, for example, 


eliminate a serious strangulation 
hazard by requiring that crib slats be 
spaced no more than two and three- 
•ifhths-inch apart. The wider spacing 
fOMnd on some cribs makes it possible 
for an infant to work his body between 
At stats; but hta larger head may be 


The accidental lowering of side rails is 


another serious hazard that will be 
corrected. Safe locking devices for 
dropsides will be mandatory on new 
cribs. There are two ways these 
mechanisms can be made safer: they 
can be designed either to operate only 
under 10 pounds of pressure or more or 
to operate only after the performance of

This past summer while doing a story 


on furniture manufacturing with the 
people at Simmons Co , Juvenile 
Products Division, New London, Carol 
Hanson talked at great length with plant 
manager Mike Brunner about work 
being done at the plant in keeping with 
standards being set forth by the com- 
mittee working on crib safety for the 
Federal government. Several of the 
standards have been part of the 
manufacture of the New London furni- 
ture for many years; prototypes of 
others to meet the new regulations were 
already being tested by Simmons.

The metal parts of cribs have been the 


cause of a wide variety of injuries - 
pinching, 
bruising, 
lacerating, 


crushing, breaking and even amputat- 
ing of fingers and toes. Metalwork on 
new cribs must be designed to avoid 
injuries to the infant. 


A difference between the size of the 


mattress and the size of the crib has 
resulted in infant suffocations. A baby's 
head can become wedged between the 
mattress and the crib when the mattress 
is too small. Therefore crib sizes will be 
standardized. 


In addition, all cribs' shipping cartons 


and assembly instructions will carry a 
strong warning advising parents that 
only tight-fitting mattresses of a 
specific size should be used. 


Not only will the length and width of 


cribs be standardized, but also the rail 
height. This has been done to help avoid 
the most common of all crib accidents, 
the fall. 


These preventive measures should 


give parents added assurance when they 
put their infants in bed. 


But cribs meeting the new standards 


will probably not reach the market until 
early 1974; cribs which do not conform 
to the regulations may still be sold into 
1974. 


And what about the estimated 11 


million old cribs already in use? 


If you must buy a crib before safer 


models are available or if you already 
own a crib that you plan to use, there are 
precautions you can take to safeguard 
you child: 


Slat spacing: If you're buying a new 


crib, select one with narrow spacing 
between the slats. Take a tape measure 
with you when you shop. The closer the 
spacing to the recommended two and 
three-eights-inch, the safer your infant 
will be. 


On any crib -new or old -on which 


the slat spacing exceeds this figure, 
bumper pads should be used. They 
should run around the entire crib, tie or 
snap into place and have at least six 
straps. Any excess strap length should 
be trimmed off. But the bumpers should 
be used only until your child can pull 
himself or herself to a standing posi- 
tion; after that the baby might use them 
to try too climb out of the crib. 


Mattress size: Buy a mattress that fits 
snugly on all sktes. If you can fit more 


than two fingers between the mattress 
and the crib side, the mattress is too 
small. To correct a poorly fitted mat- 
tress on an older crib, you can roll up 
large bath towels to fill the excess space. 


General condition: The overall condi- 


tion of an older crib should be 
thoroughly checked before you use it. 
See that no bolts or other fasteners are 
loose or missing and that all slats are 
unbroken and securely in place. Check 
teething rails for damage. Missing or 
broken items should be replaced. 


If the crib needs repainting or 


refinishing, use only paints or varnishes 
that are labeled non-toxic. 


Inspect crib metal parts and edges of 


the frame for sharp or rough edges. If 
you do find such areas, it is advisable to 
file, sand or tape them. 


Latching devices: Check the latching 


mechanism for the dropside carefully. 
The ideal release is one that can't be 
tripped either by the infant inside the 
crib or by a small child playing outside 
the crib. 


Side rail and mattress setting: The 


majority of crib injuries are suffered in 
falls from the crib. Commonly, they 
occur when an older baby tries to climb 
over the side rail. There are several 
things you can do to help prevent these 
injuries. 


The mattress should be placed at its 


lowest setting as soon as your infant can 
pull to a standing position. No toy or

other article that could be used as an aid 
to climbing should be left in the crib. 
And no child should be kept in a crib 
once the side rail height becomes less 
than three-fourths of the child's height. 


The more difficult it is for an infant to 


climb over the side rail, the less likely it 
is that he will be injured in a fall. The 
crib which protects most against these 
accidents is the one that has the greatest 
distance between the tops of the side rail 
at its highest position and the top of the 
mattress at its lowest position. 


Finally, remember that a crib is 


meant only for sleeping. It is not sup- 
posed to be used as a playpen. 


Following these suggestions should 


significantly reduce the possibility that 
your child will be injured in his crib. But 
it doesn't guarantee your child's safety. 
Children are ingenious when it comes to 
getting into trouble. There is no substi- 
tute — not even safer cribs — for 
checking on your baby often.

Here's a 
refinishing 
shortcut

Q: I bid in an antique chest and 


settee at an auction last summer, and 
would like to refinish them as a gift for 
my wife. But I find the stripping much 
more of a Job than I'd bargained for. 
Those old-timers either used much 
tougher varnish than nowadays or 
more coats. Do you know any way to 
speed up this part of the Job? - 
Manchester, N.H. 


A: I sure do. Take the chest and 


settee to one of the paint-stripping 
services when they do nothing but this 
job. These are popping up now all over 
the country, they charge a fair fee and 
they save you a great deal of time and 
work. If you can't find one in your 
area, ask an antique dealer; he or she 
is bound to know. 


Q: We have our own well water, and 


it is full of iron and rust. We do not 
want to put a water softener on all the 
water. Is there a solution to keep 
bathtubs and sinks from becoming so 
rust coated? — Neosho, WIs. 


A: You can get a filter for the rust, 


but I don't guarantee it will filter out 
the iron flavor. I suggest you consult a 
water conditioning service. 


Q: To make my floor warmer and 


less drafty over the open crawl space, 
I stapled blanket insulation between 
the Joists. Then to keep the insulation 
in place, I stapled poly sheeting over 
the bottom edges of the Joists. Some 
weeks later, I noticed water dripping 
onto the crawl space. It apparently is 
leaking through the poly sheeting. 
What causes this? — Suncook, N.H. 


A: The poly sheeting is acting as a 


vapor barrier. But the big trouble is, 
it's on the wrong side of the insulation. 
It's the result of condensation, caused 
by the warm house air, eventually 
working down through the insulation 
and striking the cold poly. Remove it 
and substitute chicken wire or your 
insulation will be ruined. A vapor 
barrier must always be on the inside;

Chapin denies he lied to grand jury 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Former 


presidential appointments secretary 
Dwight L. Chapin pleaded innocent 
today to charges he lied to the Watergate 
graM jury about the activities of polit- 
ical saboteur Donald H. Segretti. 


Judge Gerhard A. Gesell released 


Chapin on personal recognizance. 


Chapin, 32, was indicted Nov. 29 on 


four counts of "making false declarat- 
ions before grand jury or court.'" Each 
federal count carries a maximum 
penalty of five years and a fine of $10,000. 


Chapin had appeared before the grand 


jury last April 11 and was asked what he 
knew of the activities of Segretti, un- 
derground political agent for the 1972 
Nixon re-election campaign committee. 


Indictment alleged Chapin made the 


following false statements: 


-That he told Segretti to cooperate 


with the FBI. 


—That he had no knowledge of and 


never discussed distribution of cam- 
paign literature by Segretti. 


-That he could not recall ever giving 


Segretti "any directions or instructions 
with respect to any single or particular 
candidate." 
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-That his knowledge of salary and 


expenses paid Segretti came only from 
what he had read in newspapers. 


Segretti pleaded guilty to three mis- 


demeanor charges of violating federal 
campaign laws during the 1972 Florida 
Democratic presidential campaign 
primary. He is serving a six-month 
sentence at a minimum security federal 
installation at Lompoc Calif. 


Segretti agreed to cooperate fully with 


the special Watergate prosecutor's of- 
fice. 


Gesell scheduled Chapin's trial for 


next Feb. 19. 


Meanwhile, in other Watergate 


developments, a federal judge is waiting 
for technical opinion on what might have 
caused an 18-minute gap in a White 
HouseTape. 


U.S. 
District Judge John J. Sirica 


recessed Thursday the hearing he had 
called to try to determine what had 
caused the 18-minute gap in the tape of 
a June 20,1972, conversation between the 
President and H.R. Haldeman. 


Sirica said he expected to have the 


report next week of technical experts wto 
examined the tape at a laboratory in New 
York City. 


The final witness at the hearing was 


Alexander M. Haig Jr., Haldeman's 
successor as White House staff chief. He 


(testified that he had heard a number of 
suggestions about what might have 
caused the gap including a "devil 
theory." 


Rose Mary Woods, President Nixon's 


personal secretary, testified last week 


that she thought she might have caused 
a gap of about five minutes duration 
when she accidentally pushed the record 
button. 


But Miss Woods couldn't explain the 


other 18 minutes or why the tone heard 
throughout the gap becomes noticeably 
lower after the first five minutes. White 
House lawyers had tried and failed to 
duplicate the tones, leading to what Haig 
called the "devil theory." 


He said they discussed the possibility 


"that perhaps there had been one tone 
applied by Miss Woods in accordance 
with her description to the President 
...and then, perhaps, some sinister force 
had come in, applied the other energy 
source and taken care of the information 
on that tape." 


At that point Sirica asked, "Has 


anyone suggested who the sinister force 
might be?" 


"No, your honor," replied Haig. He 


said the lawyers determined that no one 
outside of the President, Miss Woods, 
presidential aide Stephen Bull and the 
Secret Service could have had access to 
the tape. 


After the hearing, Haig suggested to 


newsmen what may become known as 
the male chauvinist theory. 


"I've known some women that think 


they've talked for five minutes and have 
talked for an hour," he said. "I've al- 
ways thought that it was Miss Woods, but 
not in a sinister way. Accidentally." 


Chapin took a leave of absence from 


his job as an executive with United 
Airlines after he was indicted.

Sen. Proxmire files suit 
to force Bork removal 
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WASHINGTON (AP) -Sen. William 


Proxmire, D-Wis., filed suit in U.S. 
District Court today to force the removal 
of Robert H. Bork as acting attorney 
general. 


Proxmire said the suit was based on a 


law that limits to 30 days the term of a 
person temporarily filling a vacancy in 
the head office of an executive depart- 
ment. 


The Department of Justice has said it 


is specifically exempted from the law. 


Bork has been serving as acting at- 


torney general since Elliot L. Richard- 
son resigned on Oct. 20 rather than carry 
out a presidential order to fire Archibald 
Cox as special Watergate prosecutor. 


In a statement announcing the filing of 


his suit, Proxmire said "it is insufferab- 
le that the attorney general, the nation's 
No. 1 law enforcement office, is not in 
compliance with the law." 


"Every action Mr. Bork has taken as 


attorney general since Nov. 19 has been 
subject to legal challenge," the senator 
said. 


His suit asks for the removal of Bork 


in the absence of a nomination for at- 
torney general being submitted to the 
Senate by President Nixon. 


Nixon has announced he will nominate 


Sen. 
William B. Saxbe, R-Ohio, R-Ohio, 


for the cabinet post, but he is waiting for 
Congress to pass legislation reducing the 
attorney general's salary to $35,000 a 
year before submitting the nomination 
to the Senate. 


The legislation is necessary because 


Saxbe was a member of the Senate in 
1969 when the salaries of cabinet officers 
were raised from $35,000 a year to 
$60,000. 


The Constitution bars the appointment 


of a Congress member to an office for 
which the salary has been increased 
during the term for which he was 
elected.

of law and equal justice for all 
Americans." 


His wife held the Bible, on which he 


swore to "support and defend the Cons- 
titution of the United States against all 
enemies, foreign and domestic. His four 
children sat near Mrs. Nixon in a 
gallery. 


After the 15-minute ceremony, Ford 


led senators back to their side of the 
Capitol. There he assumed his duties as 
president of the Senate in a brief initiat- 
ion ceremony marked by his first, and 
last, speech to the Senate. 
"To the distinguished senators who 
examined my fitness to be your presid- 
ing officer I pledged my conviction that 
truth is the glue that holds government 
together. In the subsequent hearings 
before the Committee on the Judiciary of 
the House I added that compromise is 
the oil that makes governments go," 
Ford said. 


The Senate rules don't specifically 


gag the presiding officer, but Senate 
precedents state "he should not par- 
ticipate in debate." Senate leaders 
made clear to Ford that precedent will 
be followed. 


Democratic Leader Mike Mansfield 
said that, though Ford was nominateu o> 
the President arid confirmed by the 
House and Senate, "he is not beholden to 
either body or to the President." 


After 25 minutes handling the vice 


president's sole constitutional duty, 
presiding over the Senate, Ford was off 
to a reception given by his Michigan 
colleagues. 


Democrats repeatedly assailed 


President Nixon, while Republicans 
concentrated on praising Ford rather 
than defending their embattled 
President.

Cathy Douglas, who is an attorney, 
says the study will also seek to deter- 
mine the truth and consequences of sex 
identities. She is chairwoman of the 
International Institute of Sexidentity, a 
Washington group which collects data on 
the nature of man and woman. 


"It's an ultimate quest to find out who 


we really are and to determine which 
behavior patterns are dictated by our 
culture and which are determined by the 
real nature of men and women," she 
said. "If we can understand real human 
needs, the laws can be adjusted to meet 
those needs so we will have a more'or- 
derly and productive society." 


In a telephone interview, Mrs. Douglas 


said what her group learns should be 
helpful in preparing legislation in the 
areas of prostitution, marriage, divorce, 
child custody and adoptions. 


She estimates it will take three years 


to organize the program, which will be 
funded by research grants. A first step 
will be creation of a department of sex 
identity at some college. She said the 
idea has such appeal that schools are 
bidding for it. The sex identity institute 
is an outgrowth of the International In- 
stitute of Women Studies. 


"The institute found that the more you 


•look into data about women, the clearer 
it becomes that it must be measured 
against all factors which form sex 
identity, and that includes men and 
children," she said. 


Mrs. 
Douglas said children are con- 


sidered a separate category from men or 
women because of the special identity 


treatment they receive. 


"I think women have a much easier 


time changing their rote patterns than 
men do," she said. "That's because men 
traditionally have only one rote, that of 
provider. For example, in childhood, 
there's never a time when boys can act 
feminine or be the counterpart of the 
tomboy role for girls."

signs, including a few on U.S. 41 and 
45 in Winnebago County. 


The division is preparing for six 


other billboard projects, involving the 
removal of 226 signs in Outagamie, 
Dodge, Washington, Oconto, Clark and 
Eau Claire counties. 


Van Ryan was in the initial removal 


project because he approached the 
state and sought negotiations for 
removal of the signs. However, Black 
said he didn't know whether other 
removal 
projects 
would 
run so 


smoothly, especially where a large 
number of signs ape owned by in- 
dividuals, instead of companies. 


Van Ryan said he "saw 
the 


handwriting on the wall," but he noted 
that some other sign company owners 
considered him "a turncoat." 


The sign removal program is the 


result of a state law adopted in March, 
1972, for eliminating billboards from 
close-to-the-highway positions. Under 
that law, which came on the heels of 
the federal Beautification Act, signs 
must be at least 660 feet from federal 
and some state highways. 


Black said the state had been allot- 


ted $2.8 million initially by the federal 
government,

Unified board okays pay 
compromise for director 


Outagamie County's unified health 


services board believes it has devised 
an acceptable compromise pay plan for 
its program director, but new can- 
didates probably will have to be sought 
for what will be one of the county's top 
salary jobs. 


At a meeting Thursday night, the 


board voted unanimously to seek county 
board authorization to hire a director, 
under contract, somewhere in pay 
grade 26, which carries a $16.565 
minimum and a ceiline of $20,016. 
The county board's personnel com- 


mittee had said Tuesday that it would 
not endorse hiring a director at more 
than the first step of grade 26 because 
every new county employe must start at 
the bottom of his grade. Grade 26 is the 
highest level on the county's salary 
schedule. 


The personnel unit also was cool to 


the proposal to hire the program direc- 
tor under contract as a way of getting 
around the pay grade restrictions. 


The pay issue has been kicked around 


at several unified board meetings and 
in committees over the past couple of 
months. Chairman John Wylie has 
become increasingly frustrated over the 
board's inability to resolve the dispute. 


Mike Burns of Seymour proposed the 


compromise that was adopted Thursday 
and which will go to the county board 
next Tuesday. 


County 
Board Chairman Russell 


De La Hunt believed the unified board 
should be able to hire a director for 
about $18,000 or $19,000, or about the 
middle of grade 26. 


Ted LaPin warned that if the pay is 


too low the county won't be able to keep 
qualified directors. 


Cynthia Johnson said a survey showed 


that $19,500 was the least being paid 
directors in other counties with unified 
health services programs. The average 
is about $21,000. 


The unified board, on Nov. 1, 


approved hiring who it considered the 
best of 12 candidates, at a salary of 
$23,000. But Corp. Counsel William 
Schuh refused to draft the contract, 
insisting.that approval must be given by 
the county board. 


Shortly after that, the plan fell apart in 


the unified board and another month 
passed without a director for the 
sweeping new county health services 
program. 


At one time it was hoped to put the top 


director candidate to work by Dec. 1. 


But he has said he wouldn't leave his 


Southern Wisconsin job for less than 
$23,000. County Executive Alvin E. 
Woehler, who endorsed the compromise 
reached Thursday, had said he would 
approve of more than $21,500 for the 
candidate. 


Mrs. Johnson, acting chairman in 


place of Wylie who was ill Thursday, 
estimated it would take another six 
weeks to readvertise for director can- 
didates and conduct interviews. 


The unified board's personnel com- 


mittee said it wasn't satisfied with most 
of the 12 candidates who applied when 
the post was first advertised last Sep- 
tember.

of the year. 


The city has $1,516,000 in the $165 


million pot of shared taxes. The state 
is withholding payment until a court 
suit by nine municipalities challenging 
the population figures used to deter- 
mine payments —is settled. 


Gov. Patrick Lucey has called for a 


special session of the legislature Dec. 17 
to deal, in part, with the fiscal problems 
that have been created for some com- 
munities which must borrow' money to 
make ends meet. 


LaBore said that Appleton will not 


have to borrow, "only because there are 
some bills which are carried over until 
1974 as well as various projects which 
have not as yet been completed." 


But she said the entire $3 million the 


city now has invested, earning interest 
at 10 3/4 per cent, might have to be 
drawn out before the end of the month to 
meet expenses. LaBore reported that 
interest on time deposit investments 
most often made by the city rose from 5 
3/4 per cent in January to 10 3/4 when 
the last investment was made in Sep- 
tember. 


LaBore said the city should earn more 


than $450,000 on about $15 million in 
general fund and other investments. 


On Nov. 30, about $3 million still was 


invested. 


The treasurer noted that interest 


rates are declining from that high of 10 
3/4 per cent and now stands at about 9 
per cent. 


Interest earned to date on general 


fund investments alone is $330,742. 
LaBore expects another $80,150 in 
interest to be collected by the end of the 
year.

$1.43 million budget 


COMBINED LOCKS - The village 


board Tuesday night adopted a 1974 
budget calling for expenditures of 
$1,435,105, about 17 per cent less than 
the 1973 figure, and, as a result, 
residents can anticipate paying less in 
taxes for the fourth straight year. 


The new budget calls for a tax levy of 


$927,785, while the $1,501,049 budget of 
1973 required a $1,081,946 levy. 


The 1974 net tax rate stands at $36.74 


per $1,000 assessed valuation, compared 
with the 1973 rate of $44.08. 


The most significant budget change 


and one that made the tax rate reduc- 
tion possible was the money needed for 
school purposes. In 1973, the village 
contributed $710,125 to the school dis- 
tricts, compared with $565,453 set for 
1974, a reduction of $144,672. This more 
than offsets increases in other budget 
areas. 


The new budget shows village ad- 


ministration 
expenses 
of 
$2,000 


unchanged from 1973; welfare and or- 
dinance costs were increased from 
$22,500 to $26,550, and the police and fire 
budget was increased from $10,340 to 
$11,370. 


Major change in the 1974 budget is 


money appropriated under buildings 
and grounds, which increased from 
$79,700 to $219,400. This is the area in 
which the village will use a majority of '< 
federal revenue sharing funds with 


which to purchase land and construct a 
new village hall. Personnel expense for 
1974 was set at $161,100, compared with 
$148,868 in 1973. 


Areas of the 1974 budget where 


reductions were made include general 
government, down from $264,176 to 
4227,982; public works from $232,000 to 
$205,900, and park and playground ex- 
pense down froth $31,340 to $15,350. The 
village constructed a new, lighted soft- 
ball diamond in 1973 while no major 
expenditure for park development is 
included in 1974. 


In other action, the board approved a 


change in the electrical code eliminat- 
ing the requirement that electrical con- 
tractors be bonded and accepted low bid 
of Van Dyke Ford of $2,085 for a new 
police patrol car. 


The board agreed to study an or-

Digging the Scene 
'Literary' movies are fun

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One of the more frustrating aspects 


of this Job is trying to communicate to 
readeri there Is great entertainment 


In the so-called "heavy" or 
literary atage plays and moviea. 


It it, tor example, irritating to aee 


entertaining but ultimately unimpor- 
tant moviea such as "Love Story" and 
"The Poseidon Adventure" gross 
millions as I'm sitting in a one- 
fourth-filled theater for the recent ex- 
cellent productions of "A Delicate 
Balance" and "The Iceman Cometh" - 
the first two of eight American Film 
Theatre movies. 


There is an obvious reason why so 


many people refuse to see "serious" 
movies, despite the entertainment 
value that can be had from outstanding 
acting and excellent scripts; i.e., they 
don't want to think. Movies should be 
an escape. If the film poses too many 
hard questions and doesn't allow the 
viewer to forget about conflicts, many 
people simply won't attend. 


Another opportunity for people to 


ignore quality entertainment arrives 
Monday and Tuesday, when the third 
AFT film, Harold Pinter's "The 
Homecoming," plays four times at 
Appleton's Marc 2 and Oshkosh's Time 
theaters. 


I have only seen excerpts from "The 


Homecoming" at this point, so by 
calling it "quality, entertainment" I 
may be guilty of pre-judging a movie 
which could be poorly done. But I am 
familiar with the play and if it is 
transported to the screen in the same 
form as it was on stage —and I've read 
that it is —not much bad can result. 


The cast —five English and one Irish 


actor — is superb. There are several

actors whose names may not be too 
familiar 
to 
many 
American 


moviegoers, but please take my word 
tor it that these people are top shelf. 
Cyril Cusack, Ian Holm, Michael 
Jayston, Vivien Merchant. Terence 
Rigby and Paul Rogers all have 
impressive credentials. From the 10 
minutes of excerpts I've seen, each is 
cast properly and acting is intense, 
which is appropriate for Pinter's 
scathing dialogue. 


"The Homecoming" deals 'with 


values. The family in this play is not 
much into brotherly love. The daily 
lifestyle involves insults, carping and 
recriminations. Seeming hatred bub- 
bles under the surface, often emerging 
in ugly scenes. Into this foursome of a 
father, two sons and his brother comes 
a couple nobody has seen for years. 
The third and eldest son returns to 
England after teaching in America, 
bringing with him a wife whose 
presence evokes extreme resentment 
in her father-in-law. The atmosphere of 
"The Homecoming" is deliberately 
enigmatic, at times bordering on fan- 
tasy. The setting is bleak and ugly; the 
plot has little structure and there is no 
final resolution of conflicts. In that 
sense, it is real. Much of life involves 
something less conclusive than the 
happy-ever-after finales of so many 
movies. 


I'd recommend that people take a 


chance on this movie. Expose yourself 
to an intense film and it could surprise 
you that it is enjoyable. 


What worries me most about a pos- 
sible failure of AFT's premiere season 
is that the group, if it wants a second 
season, may have to present time 
tested subjects like "Gidget Gets 
Drunk" and an X-rated version of 
"Goldilocks and the Three Bears."

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Farmers need new

approach to help 
improve image

- Farmers have got to develop a new 
line if they want to win sympathy from 
consumers, said 
David Dickson, 


University of Wisconsin dairy scien- 
test, urging members of the Fox 
Valley Farm Management Association 
to modernize attitudes Tuesday at the 
annual association meeting at the 
Country-Aire in Appleton. 


Shoppers are tired of hearing about 


the long hours farmers work - 
especially when many of the urban 
workers arise nearly as early as their 
country cousins in order to commute to 
work, said Dickson. 


And he told the gathering that it is 


important that farmers have urban 
allies when issues such as the energy 
crisis, animal waste regulations and 
trade regulations. 
.Farmers should remember that they 
are "representing an industry most 
efficient of its kind in the world," he 
said. 


Dickson urged farmers to tell their 


urban counterparts that agriculture 
has been extremely successful in spite 
of adversity in supplying the needs of 
the nation for food and fiber. 


Each American farmer provides 


enough food for 50 other persons, he 
said. The trouble is that many farmers 
realize their importance but haven't 
been able to communicate with urban 
shoppers. Now, old excuses and 
laments of farmers are "wearing a bit 
thin with consumers," said Dickson. 
; Farmers, in the future, must relate 
the price of their food products to the 
time required to work to earn the food 
and the nutritional quality of the food. 
Farmers are obligated to educate the 
consuming public because they will 
need support in the future, he said. 


One of the biggest problems in the 


next five years will be animal waste 
management. He told farmers that it is 
important that they use common sense 
and develop sensible waste treatment 
practices that work. The alternative, 
he said, could be that people who do 
not understand or sympathize with

farm problems could enforce stringent 
regulations that could be harmful to 
the industry. 


He also told farmers that they must 


conserve on the use of gasoline. 


Some farmers might be "a little 


short," of the amount of gasoline they 
need next year, he said. Some ad- 
ministrators of federal 
allocation 


programs are not aware of the nature 
of farm needs. 


Federal reports may be required and 


farmers must be able to give a close 
accounting of the use of the fuel they 
utilize. "I think you should be 
prepared to tell the government 
exactly what you did use for fuel."

Oil shortages 
cut food costs 


MADISON, Wto. (AP) -The nation's 


feed-grain shortage which undermined 
farm profits earlier this year has 
reverted course, promising to benefit 
grocery shoppers as well as farmers, an 
agriculture spokesman says. 


Ironically, die fanners and shoppers 


may have to thank the fuel shortage for 
the financial benefits, George Niebur 


Niebur, manager of a farm supply 


outfit affiliated with the Wisconsin Farm 
Bureau Federation, discussed the 
economic peculiarity Tuesday during 
the federation's 54th annual meeting. 


As Niebur describes it, ocean 
freighters are having trouble getting 
fuel oil, and the shipment of U.S. grain 
to foreign farmers has decreased 
proportionately. 
There was a grain shortage a year ago, 


causing farmers to reduce the size of 
their herds and leading to shortages of 
beef, pork and poultry. 


But with exports sluggish, there is a 


plentiful U.S. grain supply now and 
prices are falling off, Niebur said. 


"We are already down $75 a ton on feed 


grain, and after the first of the year, the 
price could go down more with a resul- 
tant reflection on meat prices in butcher 
shops," he said. 


Less-expensive feed grain could 


similarly lead to lower production costs 
for dairy farmers, he said.

Overshadowing the trades however, 


was the announcement by the National 
League that the financially troubled San 
Diego franchise would be moved to 
Washington, contingent on some 
unmanned "conditions." 


And shortly after the stunning an- 


nouncement, an attorney for the city of 
San Diego revealed: "We will file a $12 
million antitrust suit in federal court , 
against the Padres, the National League 
and Mr. Danzansky." 


Joseph Danzansky, a grocery chain 


magnate, heads the purchasing group 
from Washington that has taken the 
Padres from a passionately intrested 
San Diego group. 


Capping two arduous days of meetings 


with National League owners, NL 
President Chub Feeney showed the wear 
of the tense sessions. He announced, 
"The National League today approved 
sale of the San Diego club to the group 
headed by Mr. Joseph Danzansky of 
Washington D.C., contingent upon the 
fulf illiment of certain conditions by Dec. 
21." 


Feeney, however, 
refused 
to 


elaborate. 


"I won't comment on the conditions," 


he said. "I'm not going to give you any 
idea. Danzansky is happy, and he feels 
that they can be worked out." 


It appeared that one of the prime 


conditions of the move concerned prot- 
ection against a possible suit. It was 
learned that the city of Washington 
would indemnify the National League 
for any legal judgement that results in 
the swing east. 


Upon learning of the move, attorney 


John Witt of the city of San Diego 
proclaimed that a suit would be filed 
because, "The Padres broke a con- 
tract." The Padres have 15 years left on 
a 20-year contract to play in San Dpego. 


The announcement was a blow to a 


group headed by Marjorie Everett, who 
had hoped to keep the team in San Diego. 
She had attempted to bail out C. Arnholt 
smith, the Padres' legally-troubled 
owner. 


Smith had hoped to hold onto the 


franchise, but gave up the deal on the 
advance of his attorney. 


"Smith said he'd like to keep it," said

the Vikings had held 11 opponents to an 
average of less than 12 points per game. 


The responsibility for dissecting the 


Purple Gang will fall to Jerry Tagge, 
who has begun to evince high promise 
as a field general in leading the Packers 
to a split over their last four games, a 
not insignificant achievement in this 
year of unhappiness. 


Although there may be variations to

William E. Simon, head of federal 


energy programs, told a Senate com- 
mittee Thursday the administration will 
decide this month whether to impose 
gasoline rationing but that it would take 
until March before any such program 
could be put into effect. Simon repeated

results. 


The Ohio Turnpike near Toledo was 


open to traffic today, but truck traffic 
was restricted to prevent drivers from 
setting up new roadblocks. 


A short section of Interstate 280 near 


Toledo, blocked Thursday by truckers, 
remained closed near the turnpike. Of- 
ficials said the four-mile section was not 
blocked by trucks but closed as a 
precautionary measure. Motorists on 
the Ohio Turnpike wre not allowed to get 
off at Interstate 280 exits. 


A 32-mile section of the the turnpike 


had been closed earlier in the day to keep 
truckers from congregating at a large 
truck stop near the intersection of the 
two highways. 


Gerald L. Warren, deputy White 


House press secretary, said Thursday 
the problems created by the blockades 
on interstate highways were headaches 
to be solved by the states and not the 
federal government. 


J.W. "River Rat" Edwards, one of 


four truckers who met for three hours 
Thursday with Transportation Secretary 
Claude S. Brinegar, asked truckers 
clustered in areas near the East Coast to 
honor the moratorium. 


Charles Pellegrino, a trucking in- 


dustry journalist who also attended the 
meeting, said Thursday afternoon that a 
threatened blockade of Washington had 
been canceled for 24 hours to allow the 
talks with transportation officials to 
continue.

WASHINGTON (AP) -Gerald R. Ford 


formally assumed his duties as tne na- 
tion's 40th -vice president today. 


He signed the papers so he can get 


paid, received his parking stickers and 
presided over the first 12 minutes of 
today's Senate session. 


Then, as Sen. George McGovern, 


D-S.D., was speaking about a bill to 
provide educational benefits for Viet- 
nam veterans, Ford turned the gavel 
over to freshman Democratic Sen. Dick 
Clark of Iowa. 


Before coming onto the Senate floor 


for the 10 a.m. opening, Ford received a 
copy of the Senate rules, the ivory gavel 
used by the presiding officer and posed 
for pictures in a formal office just off the 
floor. 


He was in the chair as the Rev. Dr. C. 


Ralston Smith of Bethesda, Md., the 
day's guest chaplain, paid note to his 
assumption of the nation's second 
highest elected off ice. 


"Especially do we ask Thy blessing 


upon our vice president, Gerald Ford, as 
he undertakes the responsibility of 
presiding at these significant sessions," 
said Dr. Smith, an assistant to the Rev. 
Billy Graham. 


"Endue him plentifully with wisdom 


and grace," he added. "May efficiency 
and understanding, joy and peace be the 
badges of his leadership." 


Ford became vice president on 


Thursday and pledged loyalty to 
President Nixon and devotion to the 
search for truth and compromise. 
The 60-year-old Ford was sworn into 


office by Chief Justice Warren E. Burger 
in historic ceremonies Thursday night. 
Looking on was a packed joint session of 
Congress, the government's highest of- 
ficials and a nation watching on 
television.. > 


Just houn earlier, the House in which 


he served for 25 years, had approved him 
by a 387-35 vote after a debate punc- 
tuated by statements that Nixon's Wat- 
ergate troubles might shortly elevate 
Ford to the presidency. 


"Whatever grounds there are for im- 


peachment can now be judged solely on 
their own merits by members on both 
sides of the aisle," Rep. Spark M. Mat- 
sunaga, D-Hawaii, said after i«e vole.

WASHINGTON (AP) -President 


Nixon has nominated a career diplomat, 
Walter J. Stoessel Jr., to the long-vacant 
post of ambassador to the Soviet Union. 


Stoessel was one of nine major 


diplomatic nominations announced by 
Nixon Thursday in the first major 
reshuffling of top State Department 
posts since Henry A. Kissinger became 
secretary of state earlier this year. 


Nixon also accepted "with deep per- 


sonal regret" the resignation of Joseph 
J. Sisco as assistant secretary of state 
for Near Eastern and South Asian af- 
fairs. Sisco, active in the search for a 
Middle East peace, is leaving next 
spring to accept the presidency of 
Hamilton College in upstate New York. 


Nixon also announced he is nominat- 


ing William J. Casey, now undersecret- 
ary of state for economic affairs, to be 
president of the Export-Import bank. 


In addition to Stoessel, the nominees 


for diplomatic positions are: 


-Arthur A. Hartman to be assistant 


secretary for European affairs, suc- 
ceeding Stoessel. 


-William B. Buffum to be assistant 


secretary for international organization 
affairs, replacing David H. Popper who 
is'being nominated as ambassador to 
Chile.

secretary for African affairs, succeeding

Jobless 
rate up 
sharply 


' WASHINGTON (AP) -The nation's 
unemployment rate jumped to 4.7 per 
cent of the work force in November, 
signaling the beginning of sharply 
higher joblessness as the result of the 
fuel shortage, the government said 
today. 


Herbert Stein, chairman of President 


Nixon's Council of Economic Advisors, 
said he did not regard the November 
figures as reflecting the consequences 
of the oil embargo. 


Stein noted that separate reports on 


the jobless picture from business es- 
tablishments, also collected by the 
bureau, showed an increase of 200,000 
jobs in November. The difference 
between the statistics, he said, "makes 
it impossible to say what happened in the 
labor market in November." 


The Bureau of Labor Statistics said 


that the number of people out of work 
increased by 200,000 last month, in a 
survey taken just a few weeks after the 
Arab oil embargo. 


The jump from October's 4.5 per cent 


unemployment could be traced as much 
to a slowing of the general economy as to 
job layoffs caused by the embargo. 
Economists expect that the first big 
impact of the fuel shortage on jobs will 
be felt in either December or January. 


The Nixon administration has 


predicted that the unemployment rate 
will rise to almost six per cent next year 
as the embargo begins to chill economic 
growth and forces more people from 
their jobs. 


While total employment held steady at 


85.7 million, the number of people out of 
work rose by 200,000 to 4.3 million. This 
figure is expected to climb to well over 
five million next year. 


It seemed clear that the October 


jobless rate of 4.5 per cent may be the 
lowest the nation will see for some time. 
But analysts in the bureau said there was 
no way of detecting whether the oil cut- 
off had much impact on employment in 
November. 


The increase occurred mainly among 


adult women and men aged 16 to 24. 


It was centered among blue collar and 


service workers, with the rate for blue- 
collar workers rising frofn 5.1 to 5.5 per 
cent and for service workers from 5.1 to 
6 per cent. 


The bureau said the unemployment 


rise was accounted for primarily by job 
loss. As a result, it said, the percentage 
of the unemployed who had lost their last 
job increased substantially from 1.6 per 
cent to 1.9 per cent of the labor force.

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Lawrence given $1.2 million for new library 


The Seeley G. Mudd Fund of Los 


Angeles has given Lawrence University 
$1,265,000 toward a new library, 
Lawrence President Thomas S. Smith 
announced today. 


The Seeley G. Mudd Fund was es- 


tablished in 1969 under the will of a San 
Marino, Calif., physician, who specified 
that grants were to be made to "leading 
private universities or full four-year 
colleges" with at least 1,000 students. 
Lawrence's first-term enrollment was 
1,420 students. 


The gift is the largest to date in the 


university's 910 million Lawrence 
Leadership Fund campaign. It raises to 
$5.5 million the amount given and 
pledged, one year after the three-year 
campaign was launched. 


The new building will be named The 


Seeley G. Mudd Library. It will be a 
four-story structure with about 80,000 
square feet of floor space and will be 


faced with limestone to harmonize with 
other campus buildings. The front en- 
trance will be on S. Union Street, which 
will be closed off and converted to a 
plaza. 


The new building will be adjacent to 


the portion of the present library that 
was completed in 1962. Total space of 
107,000 square feet will double existing 
capacity. 


Beginning in February, the 67-year 


old Carnegie Library, facing S. Union 
Street, will be razed to make way for the 
new building. Administrative offices 
which were in that section were moved 
this fall to Brokaw Hall. Construction on 
the new building will start in the spring, 
and it is expected to be completed by 
the fall of 1975. 


Dr. Seeley G. Mudd was one of two 


sons of a prominent mining engineer, 
Seeley W. Mudd, who accumulated 
substantial mining interests, including 


Cyprus Mines Corp., which now 
operates worldwide. These mining 
interests became the basis for the 
family fortune. 


Seeley was graduated from Harvard 


Medical School and later returned to 
California, where he became professor 
of x-ray therapy at the California Insti- 
tute of Technology. He was dean of the 
medical school at the University of 
Southern California from 1941 to 1943, 
then devoted the remaining 25 years of 
his life to educational philanthropies. 


The fund set up under his will is 


administered by three trustees. Before 
approving a gift, they evaluate a 
school's endowment, the amount of 
money spent on each student each year, 
the average Standard Achievement Test 
scores of students, and faculty salaries. 


Lawrence University is one of about 13 


institutions which have received gifts 
totaling over $18 million from The 


Seeley G. Mudd Fund since it was es- 
tablished. 


Commenting on the gift, President 


Smith said: 


"Lawrence University is indeed 


deeply grateful to the trustees of The 
Seeley G. Mudd Fund for their support 
of this, the first building of our 
Lawrence Leadership Fund campaign. 
This gift is most appropriate because 
the library is the core of a college or 
university, and this attractive building 
in the center of our campus will be useful 
to students, faculty, and others for 
decades. The entire community can 
take pride in this significant contribu- 
tion to its cultural life. 


"We are especially pleased that the

Beginning of end for 
presidential tradition

OSHKOSH - Long range, Wa- 


tergate probably will be viewed as 
the event which began ending the 
extreme power position of the 
executive and the traditional adora- 
tion of the presidential mystique 
by the public, Dr. George Reedy 
said Thursday night. 


Reedy, former aide to Lyndon 


Baines Johnson and LBJ's press 
secretary from 1964 to 1966, said he 
believed the event was stimulating 
a healthy evolution in government 
that would see Congress once again 
reassert itself as an influential as- 
senter and dissenter of policy. 


Speaking at the University of 


Wisconsin-Oshkosh, he said he saw 
signs of the change in the form of 
legislation, such as the overturning 
of the presidential veto of control 
on his war powers and a bill to 
reduce the massive White House 
staff that has contributed to 
isolating the man in the Oval Of- 
fice from reality. 


Short range, Reedy said he ex- 


pected the country would muddle 
through three more years with 
President Richard Nixon even 
though the country has lost con- 
fidence 
in him. He 
said 


surprisingly 
many people 
in 


Washington now think he will 
resign, but Reedy doubted that, 
knowing Nixon's personality. 
' He said 
impeachment was 


unlikely because it is a traumatic 
and 
undesirable 
process. 


Congress has reservations about the 
process, he added.

He said that it should be obvious 


to everyone that this is "one of 
those bad periods in history when 
confidence in the government has 
broken down on a rather massive 
scale." While it may be important 
to find the guilty and punish them, 
he added, "it would be a very sad 
mistake if we took our eyes off a 
much larger issue." 


Reedy said that issue was that 


there is a major weakness in the 
U.S. Constitution — unlike most 
countries, the United States has 
made one man (the President) the 
chief of state and chief of govern- 
ment. Normally, the chief of state, 
such as the queen of England, is a 
symbol of unity who "assures the 
legitimacy 
and 
continuity of 


government" and the chief of 
government necessarily is a par- 
tisan politician who runs the 
government on a daily basis. 


"We have asked one man to be 


the symbol of unity (that all per- 
sons regardless of political affilia- 
tion can look to)...and at the same 
time run this government which is 
a partisan job," he said. 


Reedy said the "smashup" 


which Watergate represents was 
inevitable. The fact that it was of 
the type that Watergate is reflects 
the personality of -the current 
president, he added. 


As the symbol of unity, the 


President receives kingly treat- 
ment, and the people are reluc- 
tantly beginning to realize they 
must let go of this tradition, he 
said, but it's difficult. 


The feeling is well ingrained.

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Fuel pinch felt

Smaller aviation interests in the Fox

However, 
he said the end of the month always 
poses a problem as the monthly allot- 
ment is used up. "Most people call 
ahead to reserve fuel," Haase said. 


He added that 80 octane fuel was in 


the shortest supply, but felt that part of 
the reason was that oil companies want 
to phase out that grade of aviation gas. 


On the corporate level, Harry Guest, 


head of K-C Aviation Inc., said he felt 
the firm would be okay "if there are no 
further cutbacks" in the fuel alloca- 
tions. 


"Kimberly-Clark has been following a 


general plan to reduce energy and fuel 
consumption to the maximum and still' 
maintain essential flights," Guest said. 
He added that the aviation program was 
now under review and he said he as- 
sumed there would be even tighter con- 
trol of aircraft use in thhe future. 


So far, he said, there has been no 


reduction in transcient corporate use of 
the K-C facilities, "but everyone is 
calling first." K-C Aviation handles 
primarily jet fuel.

on County Trunk X to ease the river's 
flow into the Mukwa Marsh. In 1968, 
over objections from New London and 
the Town of Mukwa, a 40-foot bridge 
was removed from County Trunk X 
and replaced with a single 36-inch 
culvert. 


-Byers also proposed that New Lon- 


don officials seek immediate permits 
from the state Department of Natural 
Resources (DNR) to permit the use of 
the Rasmussen Canal, which would 
reroute the Embarrass River during 
high water periods by acting as a 
spillway and safety valve.

Community Hospital, to determine the 
circumstances of the accident. Their 
report quotes Schmidt as saying a 1960 
or 1963 Chevrolet was headed toward 
him in his lane of traffic. He tried to 
avoid it, but was unable to remember 
anything after that. 


Schmidt's car and another auto 


driven by Daniel Fredericks, 30, 2530 S. 
Fountain Ave., Appleton, then ap- 
parently sideswiped. Fredericks, who 
reportedly suffered a knee bump and 
was advised to see a physician, also was 
questioned by Calumet authorities but 
could not add any information to their 
report. The report says he does not 
know what happened. 


The report said slushy conditions at

$450,000 cuf from Brillion rolls

Problems encountered 
with the 


reassessment, which was done by the 
James R. Laird Co., included several 
major omissions and errors discovered 
by the board as well as inequity 
between the appraisal of residential 
and commercial classifications. Alder- 
men have resigned themselves "living 
with the figures" this year, but 
corrections must be made in 1974. 


Several attempts to negotiate the 


problems have been made since the 
board recommended to the council that 
legal proceedings be started to recover 


some of the reappraisal costs which 
exceeded $10,000. 


Jack Gribble, vice president of the 


Laird organization, again was present 
at the final board session to assist in 
finalizing the roll and, at the special 
council meeting that followed, present- 
ed the firm's proposal. 


Under the proposal, the city would 


pay $5,800 to Laird in 1974. Services 
would include work relative to the 
completed reappraisal, review and 
several additional services proposed for 
1974.

The other four wards, in Waupaca 


County, will have a $12.08 drop in the 
rate, to $62.12 per $1,000 assessed 
valuation, representing a 16 per cent 
reduction from 1973. That is based on a 
gross rate of $76.76, less a state tax 
credit of $14.64 per $1,000 assessed 
valuation.

Other parts of the tax rates which are 


the same for each county and combine 
to make the total rate, include $29.11 for 
city, $34.19 for the school district, $2.50 
for the vocational school tax and 53 
cents for state taxes.

The vagaries of justice 


James V. Montgomery is 28 years of age. He graduated 


from the Harvard Law School. A legitimate deduction is that 
a Harvard degree aided the young man when he sought a 
place on the staff of the state department of justice, was 
accepted, and was given the rank of ^assistant attorney 
general. The department assigned him as its special agent 
in a consumer affairs office in the less affluent section of 
metropolitan Milwaukee county. 


In any fair appraisal, the young lawyer had made a 


promising beginning in a chosen career. The civil service 
laws gave him job security. The state budget rule of assured 
annual pay adjustments would have steadily and generously 
advanced his salary of $14,280 which is probably far more 
than most young lawyers of his age may expect in compen- 
sation, remembering that his classmates and other con- 
temporaries in private practice expect to devote years to the 
development of a clientele and meanwhile are confronted 
with substantial overhead expenses. 


Young Mr. Montgomery, however, was not content to 


perform his literal duties as a ranking officer of the major 
law enforcement agency in this state. He is now an inmate of 
the Milwaukee house of correction, sentenced to 30 days on 
a misdemeanor that had been reduced from a felony charge 
of accepting a bribe. As a part of the bargain he struck with 
the office of county prosecutor in Milwaukee, he will also 
give up his state-conferred license to practice the profession 
for which one of the distinguished schools of the country 
trained him. 


Attorney General Robert Warren, elected head of the state 


Department of Justice, had publicly denounced the reduc- 


' 
tion of the charge, whereupon the trial judge commanded 
a representative of Warren's office to appear in his court. 
Deputy Attorney General David Mebane refused to back 
down. He described the reduced charge of compounding a 
crime as "totally inappropriate." 


Part of the bargaining with the district attorney's office 


was Montgomery's proposal to surrender "voluntarily" his 
state-conferred license to practice law. 


There is contained in this grim tale a clue to the deep and 


growing disillusionment of so many law-abiding citizens in 
America today. The highly educated young lawyer, envied 
recipient of a prestigious degree from an ancient university, 
comfortably employed in a secure civil service berth, 
accepted $2,000 in a stealthy bribery incident from a 
merchant for immunity from prosecution by the state. 


The people may only wonder about the casual attitude of 


the Milwaukee prosecutor, a man who is sometimes 
regarded as a candidate for high state office. Montgomery 
admitted he accepted the lesser charge because he feared a 
felony conviction. Thus his "voluntary" surrender of his 
license to practice law is meaningless. A conviction would 
have disbarred him automatically. In an era of dangerously 
rising cynicism among citizens of all ranks, such incidents 
must be recorded as inexplicable —and saddening. 


Control of the sea bed 


There is a conference going on at the United Nations once 


more to try to find agreement and answers on an interna- 
tional problem before it reaches the crisis stage. It probably 
won't succeed but at least some of the issues will be 
confronted. 


An organizational session for a United Nations Conference 


on the Law of the Sea for next year is being held. What with 
the world-wide energy crisis and our domestic scandals, 
there has been little note of the plans. There should be. 


As recently as 1604 when some people began to realize that 


the sea was not endless as it seemed, Hugo Grotius, Dutch 
statesman, wrote that "no part of the sea may be regarded 
as pertaining to the "domain of any given nation." Man paid 
little attention and like so much else in the world, might 
meant control. However, the three mile limit was es- 
tablished largely because it was the only practical solution 
at a time when gunpower seldom carried furtfier. 


The expansion of armaments and the simultaneous need 


for food meant that man sailed out farther and farther from 
shore and not just to reach land elsewhere. National claims 
to the sea expanded to 12 miles for fishing rights early in 
•this century, extension to the continental shelves and the 
insistence the last twenty years by several Latin American 
nations to 200 miles of open water from their shores. Part of 
the cause was plain prestige. But deeper — and more 
ominous —has been the growing need for the resources of 
the sea. 


These are not minimal and some scientists estimate their 


importance as monumental in the decades ahead. We are 
experiencing the results of our failure to recognize our 
massive appetites for energy sources. We haven't curbed 
other tastes either. 


Early claims and those of Peru, Chile and Ecuador 


currently are for fish both for domestic consumption and as 
export goods. That's what the "cod" war is about. President 
Truman wanted the offshore oil. At present Russian, 
Japanese and American corporations are probing for 
nodules of manganese, nickel, copper and cobalt. Farming 
the sea bed has been a centuries old dream which could 
become a reality. Meanwhile, although nuclear weapons are 
banned from the sea floor by treaty, probably an unen- 
forceable one, submarines carrying such weapons are not. 
And the pollution goes on. 


This is a major concern for the future when competing 


groups will be working the sea in ever greater numbers. 
Obviously oil spills damage fishing and so might other 
mineral explorations. Canada's extension of its territorial 
waters to 100 miles is to control dumping procedures rather 
than to fish. It is conceivable that sometime in the future 
American seaports would require the same pollution 
preventing devices on ocean docking ships that it does on 
inland waters — or in banning the supersonic transport 
plane. 


The U.N. changed its ambiguous definition of the con- 


tinental shelf and ruled that seabed resources are the 
"common heritage of mankind." But just saying so won't 
make it so. A lot of people who don't even live near the 
ocean should take note of that 1974 conference coming up.

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Financial disclosure law fairly mild 


MADISON —The resistance in some quarters 


to the financial disclosure requirements that 
now apply to state elected politicians and ap- 
pointive officers code will recall to some per* 
sons of good memory the infinitely more 
comprehensive financial disclosure law that 
Wisconsin upheld during many years when 
public inspection of state income tax files was 
permitted. 


Only after years of sustained dispute was the 


legislature persuaded that such uninhibited 
inspection of the intimately revealing papers 
that are required by the income tax auditors 
was a true invasion of the privacy of hundreds of 
thousands of persons who did not hold public 
office and therefore could present no legitimate 
conflict of interest issue. 


Tax returns public 


There is now some resentment about the 


comparatively mild requirement of the filing of 
statements showing any "significant fiduciary 
relationship." This is defined as owning or 
controlling 10 per cent or $5,000 of any business 
in stock or otherwise by covered officials and 
members of their immediate families, the 
identity of any bonds of any kind in excess of 
$5,000, and the name of any creditor to whom a 
state officer or a member of his immediate 
family owes $3,000 or more, and the amount 
owed. 


Yet for decades the law of Wisconsin permit- 


ted anyone to walk into the state income tax 
administration and to call for and read the file 
of any corporation pr person who had an income 
tax return on file. The law was disputed for 
years but defended as a tax compliance tool, 
although it was utterly clear that it was being 
exploited by business and professional rivals, 
commercial reporting services, credit bureaus, 
and idle snoopers of the kind that may also 
abuse the personal financial statements of state 
officers compelled to file more modest 
disclosure statements under the disputed new 
state code of ethics. 


Doubtless the memory of that dubious statute 


of an earlier time persuaded the authors of the 
new officer code of ethics to prescribe more 
modest disclosure for officials as a means of 
avoiding conflicts between private interest and 
public duty. 


There was never such a justification for the 


income tax inspection spree that this state 
permitted for so long, or, perhaps, the modified 
inspection right that continues to be provided by 
a law enacted in 1953. 


Under present law, any person can for a small 


fee obtain from the Department of Revenue the 
amount of income tax paid by a person or 
corporation. For a variety of reasons, the tax 
payment in any chosen year is not a reliable test 
of financial position. Yet during the last 


statewide election campaign, some of such 
accounts were widely published, obviously to 
compromise some politicians whose tax 
payments tended to suggest that they were 
unusually prosperous — or unusually low 
earners. In either case, the result is not cal- 
culated to help the target politician. 
No nave tor chaage 


Such incidents are now comparatively rare 


and there is no move to modify the present 
public inspection rule. More relevantly, there 
has not been a serious proposition in many 
years to restore the wholly unrestricted access 
to income tax files that for reasons never 
persuasively stated was held to be a contribu- 
tion to honest income reporting. 


Such disclosure was merciless from the 


viewpoint of the victims who sought to use 
rightful claims for deductions, not to mention 
those assumed by tax administrators to 
represent the majority of the public and who 
reported their financial status accurately. 


Gains and losses, alimony and other support 


payments, debt costs and the source and extent 
to credit, donation habits, medical histories, 
these and many others were available upon 
request to the idly or maliciously curious, 
business competitors, professional rivals, credit 
bureaus, and hucksters compiling sucker lists. 


The "fiduciary interest" reporting rule for 


public officers is modest by comparison.

Politicians have been 
taking bum raps 


Although my feelings toward that 


breed we call "politicians" are not 
excessively cordial, I do believe that 
the homo politicus has been taking a 
bum rap for the Watergate scandal and 
its subsequent deceptions. 


The fact of the matter is that-except 


for Spiro Agnew, who was too busy 
exploiting his own turf to be involved in 
Watergate-the scandals in Washington 
were perpetrated by men of no poli- 
tical background or experience what- 
ever. To our eternal shame, most of 
them were lawyers. 


Although 
what 
they 
did 
was 


presumably ordered, or at least con- 
doned, by the professional politician in 
the Oval Room, men such as Haldeman 
and Ehrlichman and their flunkies were 
drawn 
from 
other 
fields 
than 


politics-the law, advertising, publicity, 
and so forth. Not one of them had ever 
been elected to public office, or had 
been responsive to public opinion and 
reaction. 


I think this is an important point to 


keep in mind, lest our cynicism about 
"politicians" overflows its natural 
banks. They have enough sins on their 
hands without being charged with the 
sins of Watergate. Indeed, what Agnew 
did was far more the typical politician's 
peccadillo than the high - handed 
deception practised by the White House 
Creeps. 


Just as most penologists know that 


murder 
is 
not "the 
criminal's 


crime"-most murders are committed 
by persons who have never violated the 
law before-so students of government 
know that the subversion and duplicity 
of the Watergate conspirators is not the 
"politician's crime." 


No experienced politician in his right 


mind would have participated in the 
insane plan to break into Watergate, 
any more than in the heavy-handed plot 
to conceal the incriminating trail. Many 
pols will take money from people they 
shouldn't, and spend it on things they 
shouldn't, but there is a qualitative 
difference between ordinary venality 
and the organized effort to create and 
control a subterranean police state. 


These were all amateurs-including 


Mitchell and Stans at the highest 
level —and not pros. A cadre of ward- 
heelers working in the White House 
would have known better, perhaps not 
from any moral stance, but simply as a 
practical expedient. A ward-heeler may 
steal an election; he would have better 
sense than to try to steal the country. 
. The tragedy of the White House was 
not its political orientation; it was its 
lack of political savvy and political 
background, its supreme and arrogant 
isolation from the political currents of 
reality that made such paranoia as 
Watergate possible. Let us not blame 
"the politicians" for what happened; 
they already have enough to account to 
their Maker for.

Anybody with an ounce of common 


sense can foresee that any rationing of 
gasoline must entail a disturbing up- 
surge of economic distortion, black- 
market skulduggery and bureaucratic 
unworkability. And this, unhappily, has 
become the stock-in-trade, superficial 
anti-rationing argument of certain Ad- 
ministration conservatives headed by* 
Secretary of the Treasury George 
Shultz. 


But there is also a good side to ra- 


tioning that conservatives might wish to 
contemplate —a whole string of cultural 
side effects bound to strengthen and 
discipline U.S. society. Herr Professor 
Doctor Shultz to the contrary, gasoline 
rationing might even be just what 
America needs. 


To begin with, it is worth stating the 


obvious economic and political ar- 
guments: First, that only by rationing 
(with or without a moderate price 
increase) can the social burden of a 
limited gasoline supply be spread 
evenly among the population; and 
second, that the electorate strongly 
favors limiting fuel consumption by 
rationing rather than by price or tax 
increases (with polls showing that 
Republicans are just as favorable to 
rationing (67 per cent) as Democrats). 


To me, though, the nubbin of the 


rationing case is the imposition of 
"shared sacrifice" and social dis- 
cipline. Here are some of the benefits 
we can expect to see flow from gasoline 
rationing: 


A Renewed Sense of Family: With a 


limited amount of gas for the family car 
or cars, parents and children may begin 
spending more time together. Suburban 
streets will be spared the thunder of 
adolescent drag-racing, and one can 
hope for a shrinkage of the "drive-in" 
culture of kids hanging around the 
flaming charburger pits. More expen- 
sive gas won't do it —even if the price 
went up to 55 cents or 60 cents a gallon. 
Rationing is the key. 


Discipline: Fuel shortages will force 


discipline in the family as well as in the 
economy. Teenagers forbidden to take 
the family car except by strictly guard- 
ed permission may begin listening to 
their parents in other matters. What is 
more, Spock-softened parents may 
begin to muster the willingness to lay 
down 
those 
other 
behavioral 


requirements. 


Consumerism: With gas-guzzling 


Panthers, Rockets and Jetsharks cost- 
ing too much in basic mobility, subur- 
ban American males may turn away 
from chrome machismo, and the 
population as a whole may cool to cars 
and other "durables" premised on 
built-in obsolescence and stylistic 
"Keeping Up With the Joneses." A 
developing preference for small cars 
will soon affect the whole spectrum of 
consumer psychology. 


Back to Basics: Besides fairness, the 


essence of rationing is discipline - 
cutting back the social and economic fat 
produced by a generation of social and 
economic permissiveness. If this isn't a 
central conservative goal, then it ought 
to be. So what if there's an inevitable 
black market? Getting black market 
fuel would be like reading Playboy in

people have lost confidence in the 
early pan of the term, and nobody 
knows what to do about it. " Reedy 
said sweeping revisions of the 
constitution are not the answer. 
But he said he saw a favorable 
trend with Congress seeking to 
assert itself. 


He noted the bill to put clamps 


on the president's war-making 
powers. He said he didn't care for 
the way the bill was written, "but 
the mere fact that such a bill has 
been passed has tremendous sig- 
nificance." 


He said other bills were in the 


works, indicating a trend. For 
example, he cited the bill to reduce 
the White House staff which has 
grown from a few to probably 6,000 
during the past 30 years. 


Years ago, a congressman or 


senator could get on the telephone 
and talk to the president, he said, 
but now the legislator may have to 
wait two weeks for a return call, 
and then it is from'a deputy as- 
sistant of an aide. 


Reedy also cited 
the court 


decision preventing presidential 
impoundment of funds as another 
indication of the new trend. He 
lauded the court for its willingness 
to become involved. 


He .said that he wasn't suggest- 


ing that Congress should take over 
running the country because it 
can't. But what is happening is 
that the president is being forced 
to give more consideration to 
Congress in setting policy. 


What will evolve is a new system 


of government which now does not 
exist, he predicted. Something new 
within the present constitutional 
structure which would have" been 
considered impossible 20 or 25 
years ago. 


Reedy said he has personally 


developed more and more faith in 
the evolutionary process for social 
change as well as biological 
change. 


To questions from the audience, 


he discounted the possibility of a 
parliamentary form of govern- 
ment, saying the U.S. has too 
many 
conditions 
that 
would 


prevent it. 


To another question, he said that 


Americans are losing many of 
their fears of ideologies and 
realizing these are dangerous only 
in a closed society where a fringe 
can become a majority before 
anybody knows about it. 


He said there were no political 


majorities or minorities in this 
country. To elect a president, cer- 
tain groups form an "artificial 
majority," and that majority can 
collapse quickly as the Watergate 
affair has shown. He noted recent 
majorities were formed to keep 
Goldwater and George McGovern 
out of the Oval Office. 


Reedy said that codes or rules 


that come out of Watergate aren't 
the important thing. "Codes of 
Morality are a dime a dozen," he 
said. 


But what will be important is the 


memory of Watergate, he said, 
because it will keep a lot of people 
in government honest for a long 
time.

congressmen were still whispering 
about the Teapot Dome scandal of 
the early 1920s.

BUENOS AIRES (AP) -The kidnap- 


ing of another American executive has 
strengthened the belief that left-wing 
extremists are trying to drive foreigners 
out of Argentina. "The government 
doesn't seem to be able to stop it," said 
one American executive who has been 
threatened "You never know when or 
where the guerrillas are going to strike.

"It was a restricted gift and can be 


seen only with permission from Gover- 
nor Wallace or the executor of his estate 
for the next 25 years," Howard said.

influence with the Federal Housing Ad- 
ministration. 


Gurney, a Senate Watergate Commit- 


tee member, said an aide told him in 
June 1972 that Williams had collected 
$100,000 for his next campaign. He said 
he told Williams, "You put me in an 
extremely embarrassing position" and 
insisted the fund raising be stopped. 


"I did not authorize this fund raising," 


Gurney said. "I did not know it was 
going on. I did not see any of this 
money."

Gurney said the money raised by 


Williams was not reported to the Florida 
secretary of state because he was not a 
candidate in 1972. He said it seemed to 
him at the time that it would be best to 
wait for his 1974 re-election campaign 
and report it then. He said $16,000 went 
for office expenses but he did not know 
about the rest. 


He said Williams and James Groot, 


former administrative aide who the 
Herald has reported knew about the fund 
raising, refused on advice of their at- 
torneys to discuss the whereabouts of the 
funds.

Do you 
realize that-just as an example-one 
refrigerator-freezer combination now 
on the market uses one-third less elec- 
tricity than competitive models and that 
this consumption pattern translates into 
savings of some $300 over the expected 
16-year life span of the refrigerator? 


Electric bills major Item 


Do you-in this era of soaring prices 


for virtually all forms of energy, cer- 
tainly including electricity-know which 
of the major appliances in your house 
are the biggest energy-eaters? 


Electric power is rapidly becoming a 


major item in the family budget. Its 
average cost was 2.2 cents per kilowatt 
hour in 1972; this has risen drama- 
tically in recent months; beyond doubt, 
the cost will climb even more painfully 
in future months.

would, mean you would know exactly 
what extra cost of operation you were 
taking on when you picked Brand B 
over Brand A. You would know too 
whether or not the annual cost of main- 
taining a specific appliance was higher 
than you could really afford to pay. 


Originally, .the Truth in Energy 


amendment was sponsored 
as a 


separate bill by Sen. John Tunney, 
D -Cal. To determine annual costs, the 
Department of Commerce would be 
directed to develop basic statistics on 
the amount of energy used each year by 
each type and brand of appliance. 


Included would be virtually all 


appliances, plus heating and cooling 
.systems using an average of more than 
200 kilowatt hours a year (or the 
equivalent in gas or oil). Here are some 
of the key energy-guzzlers which would 
come under the law: 


Water-heater, using an average of 


4,490 KWH yearly; freezer, using an 
average of 1,478 KWH yearly; .one-room 
air-conditioner, using an average of 
1,375 KWH yearly; an electric range, 
using an average of 1,180 KWH yearly; 
clothes dryer, using an average of 990 
KWH yearly; dehumidifier, using an 
average of 377 KWH yearly. 


Not included: TV sets and dish- 


washers.

It is this: The female no longer can have 
children after menopause. The male, 
however, does not lose the ability to 
have children at any particular age, 
retaining it indefinitely. 
For this reason, some believe, it is 


better for the female to be sterilized (if 
sterilization is wanted) to protect 
against instances in which there is a 
divorce or a wife dies and the husband 
subsequently remarries. Should he 
marry a younger woman, he still might 
wish to have children. 
There are two sides to the question as 


I understand them, and you will have to 
weigh the arguments yourself. For 
either the male or female, there is no 
guarantee that the sterilization later 
can be reversed -that is, fertility re- 
stored. Sometimes this can be done, but 
very often it cannot, so the operation 
should not be undertaken except with 
the understanding that it probably will 
be permanent.

help to an emphysema patient? I use a 
machine daily with normal saline solu- 
tion but can't see that it helps me. I 
would like to know what you think. -

machines (commonly called positive 
pressure machines) do help breathing, 
not only with emphysema but with some 
other lung conditions. 


Your problem with emphysema is in 


getting enough air into and then out of 
the lungs. (There is really more to it 
than that, but that's part of the problem 
you have to deal with.) 


These machines do not cure the 


disease. Nothing can, in fact. But they 
do help you get more oxygen into your 


system. 
One suggestion: You may need some 


sort of aerosol medication with it to 
dilate the bronchial passages, rather 
than relying on the saline solution.
